The  President  reported  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  lirs. 
Lydia  A.  Marfleet  of  Prophetstovm,  Illinois,  expressing  her  readi¬ 
ness  to  carry  out  the  intention,  intimated  some  time  ago,  of  donat¬ 
ing  to  the  Governors  the  sum  of  Five  thousand  dollars  (|5,000.00) 
to  found  a  lectureship  in  the  University  of  Toronto,  to  he  called, 
in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  the  Pearson  Eirkman  Marfleet 
Lectureship. 

upon  MOTION  OF  The  Chancellor, 

SECONIiSI)  by  Mr.  Flavelle, 

IT  WAS  RESOLVED  that  the  Governors  accept  with  thanks 
the  offer  of  Mrs.  Lydia  A.  Marfleet,  of  Prophetstown,  Illinois, 
above  referred  to,  and  agree, upon  the  receipt  of  the  money,  to 
found  and  maintain  in  perpetuity  a  lectureship  in  the  University 
of  Toronto  to  be  called,  in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  the  Pearson 
Eirkman  Marfleet  Lectureship. 

And  the  Governors  undertake  that  at  least  once  in  every 
four  (4)  years  they  will  appoint  some  person  or  persons  to  deliver 
a  course  of  lectures  in  the  University  of  Toronto  on  this  founda¬ 
tion;  and  as  the  late  Pearson  Eirkman  Marfleet,  an  American  citizen, 
devoted  constant  thought  to  the  public  welfare  of  his  own  country, 
and  also  watched  the  growth  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  with  profound 
interest,  the  Governors  further  undertake  that  such  person  or 
persons  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  resolution  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be  chosen  with  regard 
to  their  special  ability  to  set  forth  some  phase  or  phases  of  the 
national  movements  of  each  or  both  countries. 

The  Governors  further  undertake  that  in  the  annual 
Calendar  of  the  University  of  Toronto  the  terms  of  the  Lectureship 


shall  be  announced.

Dear  Iii’ .  President  Falconer, 

I  am  sorry  that  you  cannot  have  Dr.  Hill  and 
have  heen  tiiinking  as  to  v/ho  else  would  suit  your  pur¬ 
pose.  Two  men  at  once  occur  to  me,  hut  unfortunately 
there  are  hoth  Presidential  candidates  and  therefore 
could  not  accept  at  present.  Tiiey  are  Colonel  Roosevelt 
and  Llr.  V/oodrow  Wilson,  Governor  of  Hew  Jersey.  Ho  men 
could  give  you  better  lectures,  hut  their  political  pre¬ 
occupations  no  douht  would  make  it  impossible  for  them 
to  accept,  at  any  rate,  before  Hovember.  llr.  Llabie  is 
a  very  intelligent  and  agreeable  ma.n  and  I  daresay  might 
give  good  lectures,  but  I  hardly  know  whether  he  has 
thought  upon  the  particular  class  of  subjects  wliich  you 
wish  to  have  treated.  President  Alderman  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Virginia  would  be  a  very  good  man  if  he  could 
spare  the  time  to  come. 

Hr.  F. J. St imson ,  of  Boston,  who  is  an  old  friend 
of  mine,  is  a  very  distinguished  lawyer  and  teacher  of 
Constitutional  law  in  Harvard  University.  He  w^ould  give 
you  an  excellent  course  of  lectures  upon  any  legal  or

of  mind.  I  think  he  is  travelling  abroad  at  this  moment 
but  Vvill  probably  be  home  v/ithin  a  couple  of  months.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Jenks  of  Cornell  University  is  an  able  writer, 
especia.lly  upon  Constitutional  and  economic  topics,  hr. 
Winston  Churchill,  altliough  best  known  as  a  novelist, is 
an  Pvble  man  and  he  has  thought  a.  grea.t  deal  about  politics 
in  the  United  States  and, I  should  think,  would  be  capable 
of  giving  a  very  good  course  of  lectures.  His  residence 
is  at  Cornish,  Hew  Hampshire,  the  postal  address  being 
"V.'indsor  ,  Vermont".  Hr .  Thoma.s  Helson  Page,  who  has 

also  written  some  fiction  and  resides  in  Washingtonis  an 
able  man  of  the  type  of  Hr.  Hamilton  Habie  and  quite  his 
equal,  and  I  think  would  give  a  good  course  of  lectures. 

He  is  in  Egypt  at  present  ,  but  I  should  t.iink  v/ould  be 
back  here  by  Hay  or  June.  Professor  J.B. Scott,  Secretary 
of  the  Carnegie  Peace  Endovmient  and  resident  in  Washington,

My  dear  President  Falconer: 


I  have  had  a  conference  with  my  friend  Nicholas 


Murray  Butler,  President  of  Oolnrahia  University,  as  to  the  best 
man  to  he  secured  for  the  lectures  on  the  Marfleet  Foundation 
at  the  University  of  Toronto  next  year.  He  strongly  recommends 
two  men.  One,  the  Honorable  George  Sutherland,  United  States 
Senator  from  Utah,  and  the  other,  the  Honorable  Samuel  W.  McCall, 
of  Winchester,  Massachusetts,  ex- Congressman.  While  Senator 
Sutherland  is  regarded  as  probably  the  best  lawyer  in  the  Senate, 
and  a  man  of  exceptional  ability,  T  should  think  that  Mr.  McCall, 
who  has  shovm  great  interest  in  Canadian  affairs,  would  perhaps 
be  the  better  of  the  two  for  your  purpose.  Mr.  McCall  is  an 
admirable  speaker  and  a  scholar  as  well.  He  gave  a  course  of 
lectures  at  uolumbla  some  time  ago  on  the  Business  of  congress, 
most  acceptably.  Perhaps  you  will  recall  that  he  was  offered 
the  presidency  of  Dartmouth  College  a  few  years  ago,  but  declined 
it.

My  dear  Sir: 

I  ansv/er  your  letter  of  the  25th  of  November 
last  v/ith  mingled  feelings  of  shame  and  apprehension  -  shame 
because  I  have  not  given  an  earlier  response,  and  apprehen¬ 
sion  lest  the  delay  ma^y  have  robbed  me  of  the  opportunity  to 
serve  you. 

My  delay  in  ansv^ering  your  communi ca.tions  v/as 
due  solely  to  the  fact  that  it  v/as,  as  I  found,  impossible 
for  me,  so  long  as  I  continued  in  the  position  v/hioh  I  then 
held,  to  make  any  definite  engagement.  But  I  am  now  at 
your  service.  My  resignation  of  the  office  of  Counselor 
for  the  Department  of  State  took  place  on  the  4th  of  the 
present  month,  and  I  should  have  v/ritten  to  you  instantly 
but  for  the  fact  that  immediately  after  I  was  relieved  of 
official  cares  I  v/as  stricken  dov/n  v/ith  an  attack  of  grippe. 

It  may  be  that  your  invita,tion  was  not  uncon¬ 
nected  with  the  fa.ct  that  I  held  at  the  time  a  public  posi¬ 
tion,  If  this  be  so,  I  do  not  v/ish  you  to  feel  the  slight-

est  embarrassment  on  that  account.  As  the  result  of  my 
disconnection  vdth  the  public  service,  my  freedom  of  utter- 
G.nce,  except  as  to  the  immediate  past,  is  now  increased;  but 
it  is  quite  possible  that  the  public  v/ould  tai^e  less  inter¬ 
est  in  what  I  have  to  say.
